The First Thing 


E may call the Cutting Room the Cradle of the shoe. 
After the upper leather has been selected in tl 
markets by experts and delivered at our factories, the skins 
are again inspected and sorted and then filed away in large 
racks for use as needed. 

No less than Two Hundred men are constantly employed 
here in cutting upper leather. Every man must be skilled 
not only in handling the keen and delicate bladed knives 
and following closely the lines of the patterns, but also in 
selecting just the right weight and quality stock for the 
different sections of the shoe. 

It takes years of practice to become a good shoe cutter, 
and many men in these departments have given the best 
years of life to cutting shoes for this Company. 


There are from twenty-four to thirty-two pieces in every 
pair of WALK-OVER uppers and each piece is chosen 
with great care for its own special purpose. 


Some idea of the magnitude of the work done may be had 
when we state that the skins of over 726,000 animals 
were required in making shoes in the Geo, E. Keith 
Company factories in twelve months.

HE Stitching rooms are by far the most interesting of 

a shoe plant. Here the different parts of leather are 

received from the cutters, all nicely sorted and matched, 

and under the almost magical handling of the operatives, 
are quickly fashioned into the required styles. 

Both men and women are employed in shoe stitching, 
four hundred and thirty three persons being engaged in this, 
branch of the WALK-OVER shoe industry. 

Button, Lace and Blucher shoes, Oxfords, High Storm 
Boots and numerous other styles are turned out here in 
endless profusion, necessitating the use of great quantities of 
material almost passing belief. For the shoes made and 
shipped by us last year there were required 47 million Eye- 
lets, 31 million Hooks; and 33 thousand miles of Thread 
(in the ‘upper’? stitching exclusively) or sufficient to 
reach about one and a quarter times around the world. 

Sixty-four different kinds of machines assist in the fashion- 
ing of these styles in the stitching rooms alone and nearly 
every pair of WALK-OVER uppers passes through fifty- 
two distinct operations before being sent to the room where 
the soles are put on. 

‘With our capacity of ten thousand pairs a day we are able 
to turn out 2,500 shoes for every working hour of the day 
or about 37 per minute or about one in every two seconds

E. Keith Company has 
secured exclusive control of a special process for treating 


sole leather by which the wearing and flexible properties are * 


greatly increased and consequently the life of the shoe 
lengthened. We unhesitatingly affirm that no shoe of the 
WALK-OVER quality and price is made with a sole that 
will wear longer, keep the feet drier or give better all 
’round satisfaction. 

While it is not broadly claimed for all our styles that 
they are strictly ‘‘waterproof’’, it is nevertheless true that 
so great care is exercised in choosing and treating the 
leather and putting the shoes together, that WALK- 
OVERS have come to be recognized everywhere as 
practically weatherproof footwear. 

The real merit of WALK-OVERS lies in their uniform 
excellence throughout, and the motto of the Company, 
“VERITAS VINCET’’—Truth Conquers—(which is 
also the coat-of-arms motto of the KEITH family) finds 
expression in every pair of shoes we put on the market.

Getting Together 


HUS far we have had to do with making the upper 
part of the shoe. A word has also been said in the 
page preceding this about the soles. 

After leaving the Stitching rooms the uppers are auto- 
matically sent to the ‘Gang’? rooms which really are the 
assembling departments of a shoe plant. Here the uppers 
meet the soles and heels and the actual making of the shoe 
is completed by the joining together of the tops and bottoms 
requiring thirty-seven distinct and interesting operations. 

The famous Goodyear welt (hand process) is introduced 
into the making of all WALK-OVER shoes, thus assur- 
ing to the wearer the highest degree of comfort and 
satisfaction. 

Every one of the twenty-three different kinds of 
machines in this department so perfectly perform the dif- 
ficult tasks assigned them that they seem endowed with 
more than human sagacity. 

If all the 106 individual parts of a pair of WALK- 
OVER shoes were of the finest quality that money could 
buy and then were put together in a bungling fashion by 
inexperienced hands, the shoes would be really worthless. 

BUT, seven hundred of the best skilled workmen find 
employment in the ‘Gang’ rooms of the Geo. E. Keith 
Company factories.

A Brilliant Finish 


AFTER the shoes are completed so far as the actual mak- 

ing process is concerned, they are sent forward to the 
Finishing Department. This department is to a shoe what 
a Barber shop is to a man—a ‘cleaning up’? place. 

‘The soles and heels are scoured and polished by sand paper 
and brushes of the finest texture, revolved at high speed, 
imparting that rich and lasting lustre so characteristic of all 
WALK-OVER shoes, All disfiguring marks received im 
handling as the shoe has come through the works are care- 
fully removed and each shoe inspected critically for 
scratches and injuries of every sort, the imperfect ones being 
put aside to be sold as ‘seconds’? or damaged goods. 

It is the aim of the makers to allow none but perfect 
WALK-OVERS to be put on the market, and this of 
course necessitates the most careful attention to detail in the 
finish as well as in the making. To the credit of 
WALK-OVER workmen be it said that the percentage of 
damaged shoes is very small. 

For the finishing of WALK-OVER shoes there are 
required the services of one hundred and twenty men— 
rather a good sized Barber Shop force. 

The ‘‘finishing’’ of a shoe does not mean that the shoe 
is now ready for the wearer as will be seen by reference to 
the following pages.

The Last Touch 


UST as a man needs to have his coat and collar brushed 

after he is all dressed and barbered in order to be ready 

for the street or social call, so a WALK-OVER shoe after 

being completed and polished needs the extra touch of a 
practised hand to make it just right for a customer's foot. 

The ‘‘Dressing’? rooms in this shoe plant are the 

departments in which every shoe is literally handled with 


gloves by women who watch for every stain that may have* 


escaped the attention of the inspector, and deftly rub the 
already brilliant shoe until it shines resplendant. Here the 
shoes are also supplied with laces of which a quantity 
sufficient to reach more than Three Thousand miles was 
used last year in this plant alone, 

In this department also are removed the paper wrappers 
which have covered and protected the ‘‘straps’” during the 
progress of the shoes through the works from the stitch- 
ing to the dressing rooms. 

‘After the laces have been supplied and the last lingering 
look of care given the shoes, they are wrapped in cotton or 
tissue paper and deposited by pairs in paper boxes made 
to fit them. The boxes are then labeled with the 
WALK-OVER trade mark and the style and size, 
and are delivered to the packers who prepare them for 
shipment.

SHIPMENTS of WALK-OVERS to our representatives 

are made in wooden cases of our own manufacture 
containing from six to twenty-four single pair paper boxes 
in which are the shoes, wrapped as described. 

After the shoes are packed securely they go forward to 
our private freight houses from whence they are shipped to 
their destinations. “3 

If packed in twenty-four pair cases and the cases piled 
one on top of another, the shoes that were shipped from 
this plant last year would make a monument EIGHTEEN 
MILES HIGH. Just look up into the air and imagine 
how high that would be, and also ponder the fact that these 
cases contained shoes enough to supply every inhabitant of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont and Rhode Island with 
one pair each, with a sufficient number left over to shoe 
once around every individual in our City of Brockton, 
Mass. which has a population of about 45,000. 

Again:—If these shoes were placed heel to toe in one 
line they would reach a distance of over 617 miles or 
nearly from Boston to Buffalo. 

Every pair we shipped was actually SOLD by us before 
shipped to dealers who said they ‘must have them’? to 
meet the demands of the public. What better argument 
than this for the merit of anything?

These were the first American made shoes to invade 
Germany, and the first to be sold in exclusive stores in 
England. 

The total value of shipments made from our freight 
houses last year was $5,000,000 or more than one 
quarter of the whole production of Brockton, Mass., the 
largest shoe city of the world. 

Twenty-cight years ago Mr. Geo. E. Keith the Presi- 
dent of this Company began life as a shoe manufacturer 
in a small way, cutting the shoes himself and having 
them made up by workmen in their homes after which 
he sold them in the market. From such an humble 
beginning the business has grown steadily until to-day 
the plant of the Geo. E. Keith Company is recognized 
as being the largest plant in the world making fine shoes 
for Men, Women, Boys and Youths.
